Today's 
War Moves 


By British Onitee Press 
REE factors tend to bring 
nearer the day when Bri- 
tain, instead of being invaded, 
may be able to reverse the 
situation and move into the 
continent against Germany. 

One is the German adventure in 
Russia, Another is the Royal Air? 
Force's “bilts” against occupied 
France and northwestern. Ger- 
many. A third is the American oc- 
cupation of Iceland. 

Of the three, the outcome of the 
Russian-German war is the most 
fateful for Britain. If Adolf Hitler 
conquers Russia, he will be immeas- 
urably strengthened in material re- 
sources, be able to offset the British 
blockade and turn his full force 
against Britain. 

Even if he does not conquer Rus- 
sia, but is forced to retire, he not 
only will have lost a battle, but 
perhaps the war. He would have a 
potent enemy always at his rear 
and an ever-strengthening Britain 
in front. Having embarked on the 
attempt, it seems Hitler has to beat 
Russia or go out of the war business, 
TAKING ADVANTAGE 

As for the British air campaign in 
the west, it is the logical prepara- 
tion for an eventual invasion of 
the continent. The fact that it is so

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Petain Asks Authoritarian 
Constitution For France 


VICHY, France, July 8.—+ 


(AP)—Marshal Petain indi- 
cated today he wants Vichy's 
new constitution to abolish 
male suffrage and instructed 
the constitution drafting com- 


mittee that “a state born of 
national revolution must be 
authoritarian and hierarchic.” 

In an opening address to the 
committee, Petain declared that 
in the past authority came from 
sheer numbers, but that today it 
must come from ‘natural groups 
without which a people is neith- 
er a state nor a nation.” | 

“It is no longer sufficient to count 
votes,” Petain asserted. “It will be 
necessary to weigh their value and 
to determine the responsible fac- 
tions in community life.” 


CORPORATIVE CHARACTER 

He described the organic laws to 
be adopted upon completion of the 
constitution as the “communa) or 
provincial laws, the charter of co- 
operations and statutes of function- 
aries.” thus indicating the corpora- 
tive character of the new French 
state, 

The main problem of the con- 
stitution makers, he sald, was to 
replace a “sovereign people ex- 
ercising absolute rights in total 
frresponsibil'ty” with a “people 
whose rights derive from their 
duties,” 

He defined a people as a “hier- 
archy of families, professions and 
communities which must produce a 
hierarchy of men ... of whom a 
smal] number shal! advise and a 
few command. At the top will be 
the chiefs, who wil] govern.”

‘Border Dispute 
Quieting Down 


QUITO, Ecuador, July 8—(BUP) 
—The border dispute between 
Ecuador and Peru is quieting down. 
Today only a few rifle shots have 
been fired. 

Yesterday Peruvian planes flew 
over the border on reconnaissance 
flights. And Peruvian troops are 
said to be concentrated two miles 
from the disputed border. 

Nearly 30-thousand citizens of 
Quito have taken part in demon- 
strations demanding strong meas- 
ures against Peru. 


British Gunboats 
Sink German Sub 


LA LINEA, Spain, July 8—(AP) 
—British gunboats operating in the 
Strait of Gibraltar were reported 
today to have destroyed a German 
submarine with depth charges and 
to have recovered the bodies of 
two German sailors. 

The submarine was spotted by a 
plane as it was about to attack a 
convoy of 27 merchantmen, includ- 
ing four tankers, 

The convoy, escorted by two de- 
stroyers and other warships, was 
passing through the strait when the 
submarine appeared. 


Many Trainloads 
Of Nazi Wounded 


Reaching Berlin 


NEW YORK, July, 8—(AP)—The 
Columbia Broadcasting System's 
Stockholm correspondent quoted a 
traveller reaching Sweden from 
Germany today as declaring that 
many trainloads of German wound- 
ed are reaching Berlin from the 
eastern front. 


VICHY, France, July 8. 
— (AP) — Military circles 
in Vichy reported today 
| that the rman drive

been virtually stopped for 
four full days. 

These circles indicated that Ger- 
man losses were enormous. 
| They Usted as one of the rea- 
| sons for stopping the offensive the

Other reasons for the halt, they 
said, was the need to reorganize 
supply lines and the guerrilla re- 
sistance jn the rear of German col- 
umns, 


BEHIND SCHEDULE 

Even women and children were 
joining in these guerrilla attacks, 
they said. 

It was reported in Vichy that the 
Germans were considerably behind 
schedule in their operations against 
Russia, which the military sources 
said were supposed to last 50 days. 
ending Aug. 18. ° 

Vichy advices said the heaviest 
fighting was on the Polotsk-Lepel 
line and north of Minsk, 

Germans advancing toward Dori- 
sov were said to have been unable 
to cross the Berezina river in this 
sector although light units were re- 
ported to have crossed near Bob- 
ruisk;

Nazis Assert 
Troops Better 


BERLIN, July 8—(AP)—Nasi 
war reports claimed today that 
the German air force has batter- 
ed Zhitomir, on the road to the 
Ukraine, to ruins and that Ger- 
many's best soldiers are flinging 
themselves at the Stalin line, 

The Nazis claimed that on the 
southern wing of the front a “pur- 
suit of the enemy” was in progress 
on the road to Kiev, capital of the 
wheat-producing province. D.N.B., 
Nazi propaganda and news agency, 
claimed penetrations of the vast 
Stalin line were made in this area 
The Nazi high command made no 
such claim, 


GERMAN PICTURE 

In general terms, as pictured in 
Berlin, the situation at the front 
was this: 

Extreme North—The situation is 
satisfactory to German and Finnish 
arms, 

The Baltic Front—The Germans 
were bombing the Russians east of 
Lake Peipus along the Estonian- 
Russian frontiers, 

Central Front, North of Pripet 
Marshes—The Nazis, were hurling 
themselves on a broad front against 
the Red defences along the Upper 
Dvina River, which flows north to 
the Baltic, and the Dnieper which 
flows south to the Black Sea. 

Behind this front, the city of 
Smolensk, 90 miles northeast of 
Minsk and 230 miles southwest of 
Moscow, was reported almost con- 
stantly being bombed, 

South of Pripet Marshes—The 
Germans are pursuing the Russians 
after the reported capiure of some 
bunkers in the Stalin line.

LONDON, July 8.—(BUP)

CAIRO, July 8—(AP)—Advances 
on three Syrian fronts and success- 
ful mopping up operations behind 
Australian lines south of Damour, 
the key to Beirut, were announced 
by the British Middle East command 
today.

“Our advance towards Homs from

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The Real Thing 


Britain’s Labor Minister says he 
has two millions more men and women 
ready to take a hand in munitions pro- 
duction if there were factories and ma- 
chines for them. Britain was one of 
the most highly industrialized countries 
in the world when the war began, and 
has multiplied its producing capacity 
during the last two years. The expan- 
sion that has been going on there has 
been going on in practically every other 
country. Still Britain needs more fac- 
tories, and is building new ones faster 
than ever before. 

Less than two years of war have 
done more to industrialize the world 
than would be done in fifty years of 
peace. The end will find an equipment 
of machinery and a multitude of ma- 
chine-operators beyond all possible pre- 
dictions of two years ago. How is this 
amazing production capacity to be util- 
ized for the purposes of peace? That is 
the greatest of post-war problems. For 
twenty years we have been talking 
about the “machine age”. It is only 
now arriving. 


Fishing For A Bargain? 


The cabinet at Tokyo is admittedly 
considering an extension of its terri- 
torial waters which would make it 
impossible for supplies from the United 
States or other overseas sources to 
reach Vladivostock. The recent neutral- 
ity agreement of course bars the way 
to any such act of passive hostility to- 
ward Russia. The Axis agreement does 
not require Japan to do so, because 
Russia did not attack Japan’s allies. If 
the extension is made it will be a 
gratuitous favor to Hitler and Mus- 


Solini, at the expense of breaking faith - 


with Stalin. ~~ 

It would be also something in the 
nature of a challenge to the United 
States, though not direct and open. It 
is probably this feature, rather than 
qualms about breaking the pact with 
Russia, that causes Tokyo to hesitate 
and ponder. The threat may in fact be 
only an attempt to arrange a saw-off 
with Washington and with Moscow. If 
the United States and Russia would 
agree to stop sending supplies to China, 
the proposal to establish a virtual 


blockade of Viadivostock would prob- | 


ably fade out of the cogitations at 


Tokyo, whatever Von Ribbentrop might 


say to Matsuoka. 
Japan, like its partners, is playing 
for its own benefit—not theirs. It was 


only taken into the Axis because it | 
could be useful to them, and only went 


in because they might be useful to it. 


Smashing His Supports 


The R.A.F. bombers are ranging 
farther into Germany. Saturday night 
they bombed Magdeburg, where a 
Krupp branch establishment is—or 
was—located, only seventy miles from 
Berlin. They could as easily have 
bombed the capital itself, but obviously 
refrained because the munitions plants 
were militarily more important. 

The significance of this raid to 
within fifteen minutes’ flying of their 
city will not be lost on Berliners.

Berlin annquncements of the opera- 
tions have to be subjected to the dis- 
count experience has shown to be nec- 
essary in its reference to events in other 
theatres. Moscow has never been 
prodigal in dispensing news regarding 
Russian affairs, and the censor cannot 
be expected to pass information that 
would be either useful or pleasant to 
the enemy. 

Neither in Germany nor in Russia is 
publicity based on the idea that the 
truth must be told. Only in democra- 
tic countries that notion prevails. In 
a totalitarian state the public, at home 
or abroad, are not admitted to have any 
right to information except such infor- 
mation as the government thinks advis- 
able to give out. News is controlled, as 
everything else is controlled, with a 
view to making it appear that official- 
dom is functioning with hundred per 
cent efficiency. 

Whatever they may think of this 
arrangement, readers abroad will have 
to bear it in mind while they try to 
piece together from conflicting official 
reports, and from clouds of uncon- 
firmed despatches from Ankara, Zur- 
ich and other relay points, the picture 
of what is really going on along the new 
battle line that stretches across central 
Europe.

The 
Nazi forces strung across North Africa 
must wonder what the high command 
meant by dumping them down in the 
desert and leaving them to depend upon 
Benito to keep the supplies moving 
across the sea.

Even 
the dreaming Mahatma should be 
awake to these facts. 


__ Bishops throughout the Reich have 
issued a letter appealing to Catholics 
to stand fast in their faith. They are 
courageous men, for the persecution 
they cite is evidence that they are liable 
to be put in an internment camp or 
even beheaded for daring to criticize 
the gangsters who rule the country. If 
they are not punished that in itself 
will indicate suspicion at Nazi head- 
quarters that the German populate is 
somewhat less servile than it has been. 
Fear is the only restraint ruffians 
recognize.

= t. wet taries of state, ambassa- 
dors, high army officers, minor army offi- 
cers, meteorologists, spies, dieticians, air- 
plane designers, a pilot who fought in 
Crete and two American newspaper corre- 
spondents who privately gave weeks in ad- 
vance the exact date of the invasion of 
Russia, All these people do not agree on 
all things, But they do agree on one thing. 
It is this: 

That if the United States is going to 
preserve that independence and that way 
of life extolled so heartily throughout 
every state on July 4, she has got to go to 
war and go soon. 


World’s Fate in Doubt 


If the attack on Russia proves anything 
at all, it emphatically proves that Hitler is 
out for world conquest and, until he is 
beaten, will attack every country on the 
earth—singly if possible, 

No policy on which the United States 
could embark today, or could have adopted 
any time within the past two years, offers 
or could have offered an American escape 
from wart. 

When Americans debate this painfully 
apparent fact, they merely endanger the 
security and defence of their country. 
Russia had doubts about the same thing 
and look at her now. Yet Russia’s policy 
in the face of Germany two years ago was 
exactly the policy now urged for the 
United States by Herbert Hoover and 
Charles A. Lindbergh. 

Americans who honestly and sincerely 
doubt the immediate and perilous threat 
to the United States—and there are mil- 
lions of them—take issue with the most 
intelligent and experienced leadership in 
their country, of all classes and of all 
political stripes. 

But if millions of Americans are doubt- 
ful about this thing, millions more have 
no doubt at all. Here is something to note 
and remember: 

The majority of Americans who believe 
implicitly that the United States should 
go to war immediately is probably larger 


may never win it. But her chance to win 
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than any majority in favor of any conten- 
| tious issue in the history of the country. 
No project, upon*which there was a dif- 


ference of opinion, ever had greater 
popular support. 
Aid to Britain 


American aid to Britain is not effective 
yet and the prospects of it becoming so in 
the near future are not bright. 

As yet, the combined output of British 
and American factories has not enabled 
Britain to mass an equality, much less a 
superiority, of airplanes, tanks or guns, at 
any front where the war is being fought. 

Moreover, increased American produc- 
tion is likely to be offset by the raw 
materials that Germany may now win, It 
is worth repeating that Hitler does not 
require a total victory over Russia to get 
the supplies he wants, Seizure of the 
Ukraine and the Caucasus will do the trick. 

A Nazi victory over Russia would 
enable Germany to concentrate, in greater 
security, the whole of her armed force 
and equipment in the Battles of Britain 
and the Atlantic. 

She has not won that victory yet. She 


it is good enough to make us_ think 
seriously of what will happen to Britain 
and to North America if she does win it. 

British morale remains magnificent. 
But it cannot be expected to remain mag- 
nificent indefinitely if the British must 
continue to stand alone. No matter how 
gallant they are, the British are still 
human and will react, ultimately, if the 
United States dallies too long. 

The United States administration, look- 
ing anxiously towards public opinion for 
a lead, should realize that, like that of 
Britain, American morale is not likely to 
prove sufficiently heroic until the nation 
is actually at war and aware that victory 
can only be won through sacrifices. 

How far America is away from such 
morale is clear to people tn the Old Coun- 
try, even Americans themselves, when they 
see advertisements in American magazines 
for luxury articles which millions of Brit- 
ish never expect to see again. 


“Give Us the. Tools” 


“Give us the tools; we will do the job,” 
is a heroic phrase but an impractical mili- 
tary policy. 

It is a matter of truth and record that 
the British cannot use American tools with 
maximum efficiency. No superiority of 
tools or men is involved. It is merely that 
the differences of both technique and 
national methods are too great. 

British pilots have the same difficulties 
with American planes that the average 
American has with a Rolls-Royce motor 
car. The American will grind the gears 
and skid on curves in a Rolls-Royce, while 
the Englishman, who drives the same car 
with noiseless ease, will strip the clutch off 
a Cadillac, 

The British have as much difficulty 
assembling American planes and tanks as 
they have in operating them, just as 
Americans could not put together a 
superior type of British anti-aircraft gun 


Franco A Spanish Gentleman 


El Caudillo Is Either Violently 
Loved Or Just As Heart- 
ily Detested 
By “VERAX” 

Franco has been endowed by Nature 
with many amiable qualities, and he 
radiates instinctive charm. He attracts by 
virtue of his enthusiasm and fervor, by 
the confidence that he imparts to those 
around him, and by his exceptional quali- 
ties of leadership, He is short in stature, 
stocky, square-shouldered and a little in- 
clined to corpulence. His features are 
finely chiselled, his head is nobly set, his 
nose is slightly hooked, while his eyes are 
keen and penetrating, but very human. 
Supple and agile, he is a good horseman 
and an exceptionally good shot with gun 
or revolver. His resistance to fatigue is 
phenomenal. 

The Caudillo loves the good things of 


| life, but he has always used of them spar- 


ingly. He eats with relish, likes an occa- 
sional! cigarette, and his motto is: Even in 
abstinence, no extremes. Franco is the 
simplest of men and the directness of his 
manner impresses. He is unaffected and 
genuine, end takes a childish pleasure in 
giving joy to others. He is a warm friend, 
a loving and faithful husband, and a doting 
father. He allows his heart and sensibility 
to rule, but permits himself no weakness. 


Moral Fortitude 


The Caudillo possesses not only excep- 
tional physical courage, but that rarest of 


| gifts, moral fortitude. He is far-seeing and 


often displays an uncanny perception of 
coming change. “Prepare slowly, but act 
quickly” is his motto. He sums up a man 
at a glance and pursues what he wants 
with more than ordinary steadiness and 
Sagacity. His intelligence is of a high 
order, He is a great reader and possesses 
a prodigious memory. 

Franco's life has been one of constant 
risk and adventure. A keen soldier, he soon 
tired of the monotony of a garrison life at 
home. Across the sea was a land where 
Spaniards were waging a grim battle. He 
volunteered for service in Morocco. The 
young lieutenant served first in the 
Regulares, then in the Spanish Foreign 
Legion. He rose rapidly. He was the 
youngest major, the youngest colonel, the 
youngest general in the Spanish army, and 
he thoroughly deserved this rapid promo- 
tion. He called a new army into being, he 
led it to conquer El Rif. 

Highly Honored 

Franco returned from Africa to Spain a 
famous man, Indeed he was now, as 
Lyautey had called him, “somebody who 
counted.” At home, honors awaited him. 
Alfonso XIII received him with great dis- 
tinction and Spaniards were eager to mark 
their regard for one whose signal achieve- 
ments had restored the country's prestige, I 
have dwe!t at some length on this phase of 
the Caudillo’s career, because it was in 
Morocco that he served his apprantionship. 
It was there, also, that he won the accend- 
ancy which was later to stand him in good 
stead. Franco won the civil war, primarily 
through his military genius, secondly be- 
cause the majority of rural, traditional and 
conservative Spain was on his side. 

So much for the past. What of the pre- 
sent and future? Franco is a Gallego, and 
Galicians are reputed for their political 
astuteness, He has skilfully succeeded in 
temporarily harmonizing the aspirations 
of the various heterogeneous elements sup- 
porting his movement: monarchists, re- 
gionalists, centralizers, syndicalist nation- 
alists, republicans and liberals, The new 
Spain is undoubtedly totalitarian, but this 
totalitarianism is based on tradition, and 
respect has been paid to regional claims, so 
long as these do not endanger the unity of 
the country, Once the new Slate attains 
dts full stature, it will proceed to devén-

granted more liberties. 

Would Free Labor 

Franco is determined that labor shall be 
freed from its slavish subjection to capital. 
Workers will participate in the benefits 
and share in the increase of production. 
They will be provided with better houses, 
better hygiene and a more adequate living 
wage, but they will not be allowed to or- 
ganize themselves in a s€ctarian spirit. The 
Caudillo does not want to see Spain once 
more undermined by the loss of strength 
consumed in sterile conflict. 

Every Spaniard is to work according to 
his capacity, The same consideration will 
be shown to agriculture, and every laborer 
will be settled on the land he cultivates. 
Franco also proposes to reform education, 
to develop insurance, to rebuild the devast- 
ated areas, to strengthen his fighting ser- 
vices, and lastly to set Spain’s financial 
I His task in herculean, and 
it has been aggravated by the fact that the 


economically hard hit. 

Franco’s prestige has risen rapidly since 
the war began because of his firm, constant 
and prudent policy. In spite of the strong- 
est pressure on the part of the Axis, he has 
kept out of the conflict. And even when 
Hitler’s power had reached its peak, he 
quietly declined to let German troops pass 
through Spain last September. It can 
therefore be assumed without undue opti- 
mism that he will continue, as before, to 
adhere to his policy of non-belligerence. 
The Caudillo is a patriot, and his one 
thought is to heal the terrible wounds that

Player establishing the highest 
batting average of all time in a 
regularly constituted season of 
more than 100 ball games was 
Hugh Duffy of the Boston Na- 
tionals in 1894. In 124 games back 
there 47 scasons ago, Duffy brand- 
ed a batting average of .438 into 
the book. 

It’s still there, like the flag, after 
47 terrific years, despite the tem- 
Pestuous assaults of all the Cobbs, 
the Speakers, the Hornsbys and the 
Ruths. Wee Willie Keeler hit .432 
for Baltimore jn 1897, but nobody's 
Teally come close to knocking it 
out since. Hornsby made the most 
serious threat. He smacked out a 
424 figure in 1924. The nearest Am- 
erican League challenge was a vir- 
tual tie between George Sisler and 
Ty Cobb. Both hit .419, Cobb in 
1911; Sisler in 1922. 


A ONE-MAN COOPERSTOWN 
O Duff's record is still around, 
and what makes this always a 
sweeter story to write, so is he. His 
name and his fame are no yellowed 
Statistic exhumed from the old files 
with a typographical billduke, and 
he is no fragile museum piece on 
tottering limbs with whole para- 
Braphs of history written in the 

parchment of a wrinkled face.

He was going slong all right, but 
Ansen ecarcely ever looked at 
him, until Billy Sunday, later 
world famous as the evangeli:t, 
was sold out of right field to the 
Pittsburgh team. Duffy was 
switched to plug that gap watil 
somebody bigger could be found. 
They never found that somcbody. 
Duffy was dynamite from there 
On. 

The whole history of baseball is 
tied up in hig life. He spanked that 
438 in 1804. The year before it, he 
hit .378, In fact, he was considered 
one of the most dangerous hitters 
in baseball for almost 10 years. He's 
known them all and can discuss 
them all. He can still see Tommy 
McCarthy, King Kelly, Jimmy Col- 
lins, Herman Long, Bobby Lowe, 
Al Spaulding, Ed Delehanty, Nap 
Lajoie and the rest of that histori- 
cal company up there at the plate 
and can tell you where and how 
they differed from the hitters of 
today.

FINDING RIGHT ADJECTIVE 
AN? one thing about Hugh is that 
he doesn’t belittle the hitters of 
today. He'll teli wou that a lot of 
these modern sticksmen could have 
made those teams of yore, and he'll 
tellkyou which ones and why. 

Hugh igs a sort of coach-emeritus 
with the Red Sox these days. He 
doesn’t push his way in much, but 
he's available if anybody wants to 
ask him something. Two neophytes 
amongst the Red Hose decided to 
ask him. One was an eldering utility 
man nemed Lou Finney who could 
field #1 right but couldn't hit a lick. 
The other was a temperamental 
quivering sort of kid named Ted 
Williams who in the quiet and 
understanding Duffy found some- 
thing of sympathy and encourage- 
ment he couldn't get elsewhere and 
apparently sorely needed.

Williams is the champion batsman 
of the major leagues at the mo- 
ment with a better than .400 
through the complete run of 
games. 

We are inclined too often in this 
life, undoubtedly, to forget about 
the old folks, to consider their stuff 
out-moded and their advice a waste 
of time. Here's living testimony 
that the past can carry over in a 
field where you'd figure it al] the 
other way. 

The Duffy mark is still up there 
and the Duffy system of tapping 
‘em is still making daily history in 
the box scores. If you can top ‘em 
all for 47 years, the adjective is 
“greatest,” isn't it?

No part of Canada has better fishing, and there are facilities for tennis, 
golf and similar sports. Great expanses of water and wooded country make exploring a 
pleasure, by canoe, motorboat, automobile, horse or on foot. Although there are amuse- 
ments for every member of the family, the most popular sport at these resorts is fish- 
ing. That is because the fishing is so good. Pickerel, pike, sturgeon, plus those scrappiest 
game-fish of the Canadian water-world, the muscalunge and the small-mouth black bass 
are found in abundance.

As long as any fever exists, the 
patient should be confined to bed 
but as soon as the fever abuates, he 
should secure sufficient exercise 
and endeavor to carry on as Usual, | 


When 
the infection is confined to the 
lungs, frequent X-Ray or fluoro- 
scopic examinations should be made 
so that the attending doctor may 
observe the progress of the casc. 
While the infection is in the active 
stage, every effort should be made 
to rest the lungs, and exercises and 
exertion are contra-indicated. Rest 
and quiet is essential in such cases, 
in order to give the injured tissues 
in the lungs an opportunity to heal 
and to wall off the affected part by 
calcium deposits. Every organ of 
elimination should be kept open, the 
skin, by frequent washing, by drink. 
ing plenty of water, by the use of 
the enema. The use of deep breath- 
ing exercises is of great value when 
the patient is convalescent, but care 
should be taken to see that such 
deep breathing does not break open 
parts of the lung tissue which are 
mildly infected, Various vitamin 
compounds are of value and these 
should be prescribed by a physician, 
Victims of t. b. in the lungs should 
not smoke or stay in any atmos- 
phere wnich is humid or irritating 
Climate plays some part in the cure. 
and a high, dry climate is of assist- 
ance. The climatic factor however 
has been over émphasized, and 
many cases have been arrested by 
the use of natural methods, even in 
middle western and eastern clim-
